Soccer  is  new 
at  P-C 


Despite  its  record,  Coach  Richard  Ward's 
young  soccer  team  showed  great  promise  for 
next  year.  It  was  P— C's  first  year  as  a 
member  of  the  South  Shore  League. 

Though  they  didn't  win  a  game,  the  P— C 
hooters  came  close  several  times.  In  its  sec- 
ond game  of  the  season,  P— C  came  out  on 
the  short  end  of  a  3—2  overtime  decision 
against  top  ranked  Hingham.  They  were  also 
beaten  in  the  final  moments  in  the  contest 
against  league  champions,  Duxbury.  P— C 
lead  2—1  in  the  third  period  when  a  Dux- 
bury  penalty  shot  tied  it  at  2—2.  Into  the 
fourth  quarter  the  wind  picked  up  consider- 
ably and  aided  Duxbury  in  scoring  three 
quick  goals  to  defeat  P— C. 

The  team's  first  victory  continued  to 
avoid  them  as  was  shown  in  the  second 
outing  against  Quincey  when,  with  59  sec- 
onds remaining  in  the  game,  Quincy  scored 
on  a  bouncing  corner  kick  to  once  again 
defeat  the  Blue  Eagles. 

Yet  the  season  was  not  a  total  loss.  Three 
seniors  placed  high  on  the  voting  for  the 
South  Shore  League  All-Star  Team.  Co-Cap- 
tains Bruce  Tuscher  and  Paul  Pinnetti  were 
elected  to  the  squad  while  Jeff  Darsch  re- 
ceived honorable  mention. 

Coach  Ward  now  starts  to  build  towards 
next  year  and  with  some  of  the  starters 
returning,  the  team  should  win  its  share  of 
games.
